ius. The celebration of the anniversary 
of his birth has of late years been gener- 
ally conducted by the order of Scottish 
Clans, an organization existing in the cit- 
ies and larger towns of the United States, 
and the 25th of January is a day of great 
festivity with the order whever it exists.

Stole Kev. Coutlas' Oration. 


In the Cincinnati Enquirer of Ji'n- 


uary 23, appears a sensational telegram 
from Wooste*-, 0,, in which it is set forth 
that there is a great stir among the stu- 
dents at the Wooster University, over the 
discovery just made, that Allen Krich- 
baum, who won the $25 prize for the 
beat junior oration last June, stole the 
subject and paragraphs almost bodily 
from an oration bearing the same cap- 
tion, delivered at a state oratorical oon- 
teft at Indianapolis, Ind., on May 13 h, 
1875, by Bev, T. I. Coultus, pfietor of the 
First M. E. church, thia city, who repre- 
sented Illinois at that contest The cap- 
tion was "Culture a Basis of Broiher- 
hood." A comparison of the two ora- 
tions shows that the subject matter is 
treated in the same vein, and in some 
instances, Kriohbaum's oration is said 
to contain paragraphs, word for word, 
like those in the Conltas oration. Krich- 
baum is now at the head of the senior 
olaea at the university, and those stu- 
dents who boldly charge him with pla- 
gairism, and offer proof, appeal to the 
faculty to take the junior prize from 
him. Bev. Ooaltae ought to remember 
the wording of his oration quite well, 
and it the fight goes CD, no doubt he will 
be pestered with inquiries from Wooster 
as to the oration.

The Chicago express train on the W»-

There were several wt gons loaded with 
goods, and Campbell was the last of the 
lot to reach the street oroesiog of the 
Wabash track at Bine Mound nt tbe hour 
stated. The wagon was just across the 
track when the train, which dots not 
stop at the town, dashed n gainst tbe out- 


fit, smashing it into splinters nod throw- 
ing Campbell a distance of 76 feet away 
from tbe track, Bie ekull was fractured 
by the fall and his breast was crushed. 
He died almost instantly. Mr. Berry 
was lately a resident of Dccstur, having 
been engaged in celling coal oil and other 
fluids from a street wegou.

NOTES FKOJI SOUTUKUN CALIFORNIA 


OLC of our citiz-na has lately received 


a letter from Chus. A. Conkliu, B former 
resident of Dtditur, now living near Los 
Angelee, California, from which we are 
permitted to make the following extracts: 


COMPTON, OIL., Jan. 10,1886. 


Tour favor of December 30th Is to haod, and 


I will endeavor to auai»er your questions as 
correctly as I can. 
TUH, I like California, far 


better than I expected, and and that it far ei- 
ceeds my anticipations. The climate is as 
nearly perfect as we could wish for. Of 
course, elevation counts for a good deal In 
giving us variety, for it may frost and freeze 
in one place, and half a mile away they have 
neither. This applies to the foothills; In the 
valleys the changes are not so great. We are 
situated half a mile from Com p ton, ten miles 
from Los Angeles, and eigbt miles from Ixmr 
Beach, on the ocean, and in the summer get 
the eea breeze every afternoon. This winter 
has been lovely, though we have had a few 
frosts and some ice half an inch thick. One 
week of rain at one time and two days at 
another is all the taiia we have had since laat 
April, and jet everything looks grei-n and 
frtsh In this valley. Borne of my neighbors 
were cutting alfalfa last neek. Wo have rlpi- 
apples and green ones on our trees uow. Only 
a few days ago I pulled the last of our pe«r». 
Strawberries are brought to our door ai fll- 
toen cents per pound, and fresh vegetables of 
all kinds are all around us, raised by the Chi- 
nese and sold cheaper than I ever saw them In 
Illinois. Our valley Is a lovely place to 11 re 
In, but is only adapted to fruit farming and 
stock. We have no ori nges, lemons or baue- 
nas, and do not irrigate. Los Angeles Is a 
beautiful olty of SO^O inhabitants. One ca- 
ble street railroad has boon built since we 
came here, and two more are under way. The 
right of way has also been granted for twelve 
miles of electric railway In the olty. Rail- 
roads are being rapidly built. There is a vast 
deal of wealth in the city,which Is destined to 
be the capital of Southern Callfoinia. The 
county ia sufficient to support a city of 200,000. 
la this city it gets Just cold enough to frrnt a 
little in places, and the hottest day last sum 
mer marked 105 for an hour. Nearly all sum- 
mer the average temperature was 00 degrees 
In the morning and evening, and 80 at noon. 
With us It was a little lower, but a refreshing 
breeze was sure to come every afternoon, and 
sometimes as early as 10 in the forenoon. 
There seems to be plenty of water, and the 
Boll could not be better. The whole country 
will eventually all be cut .up Into 5,10 and 20 
acre tracts, each supporting a family. We 
wore our flannels all summer, and slept under 
two blankets every night. There Is no such 
thing as a sultry night known on this coast. 
The finest applesand all other kinds of fruit 
are plenty and cheap. We are within four 
miles of the orange belt.

FKED. AHOT.TZ' LATEST TROUBLE. 


Indicted for Fojgery and at Liberty Un- 


der $1,000 Bonds. 


Fviti 2/iui8doy'e Daily. 


Yesterday afternoon before taking ft 


short vacation, the grind jury present- 
ed a batch of indictments to Judge 
Smith in court, find among them was 
one of more than ordinary interest, as 
it charged a well-known citizen, Fred. 
Aholtz, with the crime ot forgery, alleged 
to have been committed on the 8th day 
February, 1884. Thete are three counts 
in the bill. The name alleged to have 
been forged to the cost bond for 8300 is 
thitt of George Stare, another old citizen. 
The court ordered a bench warrant to be 
issued for the arrest of Mr. Aholtz, and 
Conatbble Weitsel took him in custody 
last evening, whereupon the prisoner 
gave bond in' the sum of 81,000 for hie 
appearance for trial, and he was released, 
The bondsman is Ezekiel C. Ho well, a 
farmer living east of Deoatur. 


The charge against Mr. Aholtz is one 


of a very serious nature. The trouble 
grows out of litigation in the courts, 
Mr, Aholtz having been the plaintiff and 
de'endant in many cases on the dockets, 
It will be remembered that Mr. Aholtz 
caused an injunction to be issued against 
J. H. Durfee and W. W, Foster, restrain- 
ing them from taking possession of a 
house and lot on Mason street, It be- 
came necessary for Aholtz to file bonds 
for costs, and to each are attached the 
names of Aholtz, his wife, Leah Aholtz, 
and George Stare. In the circuit court 
the injunction was dissolved, and in No- 
vember last Aholtz took the case on ap- 
peal to the appellate court. There the 
judgment in court here was affirmed. 
The costs remained unpaid, and suit was 
brought against George Stare for the col- 
lection of the Eiime. 
Then the fact of 


the forgery was first made known to him 
He did not sign the cost bond, and now 
Mr, Aholtz will be called upon to prove 
his innocence of the serious charge pre- 
ferred against him. 


Corn and Pork. 


A farmer in an adjoining county makes 


some figures about corn and pork that 
are worthy o( consideration. He says 
thht wheat, of the best quality, is now 
selling at 90 cents; corn at 25 cents, and 
oats at 23 cents a buehel; fat bogs at 83 
per one hundred pounds It is generally 
admitted that one bushel of corn, as or- 
dinarily fed to hogs, by farmers here, 
will make 8% to 10 pounds of pork. At 
this rate pork selling at 83 costs the feeder 
82 50 to 82 93 in corn, or in other words, 
by feeding the hogs the farmer gets 25}-£ 
to 30 cents for corn. To'this may be 
added the advantage of having the corn 
crop to feed on, lather than shipped off 
of the farm; and this, by the way, is a 
matter upon which our farmers are giv- 
ing more thought than in days gone by. 
The general impression is that corn 
should sell for more than 24 cents, and 
many farmers who can do BO are holding 
for a raise. Some will not even feed to 
hogs at the present low price of pork, and 
in view also of the risks of loss from dis- 
ease. 


Tlie HIMbB Forgery Case. 


The crooked ex-postmaster, Isaac N. 


Hibbe, who has had several trials at Lew- 
iston, Idaho, for swindling the govern- 
ment outof 822,600, is to be brought to 
Springfield, 111., and tried in the United 
States district court on indictments 
charging him with getting money out of 
the Decatur post office by means of forg- 
ed orders. The warrant for his arrest 
has been forwarded to Idaho. He got 
8600 out ot the Decatnr office, but has 
had his trial on three separate counts, 
the jury failing to agree. Doubtless the 
government thinks there will be a better 
show of convicting Hibbs if tried at 
Springfield.

Tlie association in question 
was founded eighteen years ago, and 
now number,- thirty members, its meet- 
ings taking place in March, June and 
October, wliilc the show is held on the 
first Sunday in November. The regu- 
lations of 'the association are that the 
canaries exhibited must have been bred 
by the exhibitor within the twelve- 
month, and that no birds with, more 
than two spots can bo admitted. 
Tlie 


birds arc brought to tho restaurant at 
nine in the morning, aud placed in 
cages of the same shape and with no 
Uclcet upon them save a number; there 
being seven judges for the male and as 
many for the female birds. This year 
there are thirty-two cages, each con- 
taining 
four 
birds. 
The "points" 


which tho judges are instructed to go 
by arc the strength and delicacy of the 
feathers and the length of tho body. 
Tho feathers should form a parting 
down the back, and the wing-feathers 
should etui slightly downward. There 
should also be a slight ruff round the 
neck, and just beneath the tail, which 
should be long, a small bunch of feath- 
ers which the amateurs style "the 
olive.1'—Pall Mall Gazelle.

superior feeding cattle or hogs, excel- 
lent work hoises, valuable mutton or 
wool 
sheep. 
The seven-eighths or 


fifteen-sixteenths bred will grade fairly 
with pure bloods, except, to the expert 
handler, and oftuu can not bo told 
troni full bloods except from tho lack 
of pedigree. The fourth generation 
may be accomplished in ten to twelve 
years with horses and cattle, and in 
swine and shoep relatively sooner. A 
careful investment in well bred stock 
always pays tho practical man who 
understands tho economical utility of 
good earo and feeding.—Farm, Field 
ond Stockman.

The Burmese Prime Minister. 


The Kin Woongyee is the Prime Min- 


ister of Burmah, and he is otherwise 
called the Kin Woon Mingyee. He is 
much more than Premier, for, when the 
disturbance arose some years ago, he 
o-ot himself vaiaed to the august rank of 
Tbavat Woongyee Thet Tan Shay. The 
meaning of this ponderous title is, in 
plain language, that the bearer of it is 
Marshal of the Army, that he is infalli- 
ble, and that the King has no power 
over his life nor the means of doing 
him harm. The Burmese State Coun- 
cil consists of twelve Ministers, who are 
of three ranks, l-o-wit: Fonr Woong- 
yees or Mingyees, as they are indiffer- 
ently called; four Atwin Woons, and 
four Woondouks. In addition to these 
one or two Generals may be taken into 
the Council. In ordinary meetings the 
rank is indicated by the height of the 
seats or cushions on which the Minis- 
ters sit, the elevation of a seat being in 
Bnnnah a sign of honor.- Brooklyn 


•Che Genuine Satisfaction Wliicli This Work 


Must Inspire. 


We have long wondered that owners 


of land in considerable tracts, with] 
spaces of course that are left unoccu-, 
pied because they were unprofitable | 
for cultivation, did not resort almosl| 
instinctively to the practice of planting, 
trees. A tree is a perpetual delight, 
both ia its sapling youth and ite shad-, 
ing maturity. No occupation out oil 
doora could carry with it so much gen- 
uine satisfaction, or generate more| 
healthy sympathy, than that of tree' 
planting. What Scott's old Laird en- 
joined so thriftily on Jock may with 
equal impressiveness and force oe 
enjoined on every man who owns an 
acre of waste land, or indeed of any 
other 
One may say there are two 


sides to the case, the sentimental and 
the practical; but a very brief pursuit 
of the practical idea will induct with 
marvelous unconsciousness into the 
inner sentiment of it. No sooner does 
a man begin to grow trees for profit 
than he begins to love them for them- 
selves. Whatever the reason for it, 
the sentiment is ineradicable in the 
heart of beings. 
Therefore, leaving the sentiment to 


take care of itself, as it unquestionably 
will, the question of advantage is the 
only one to which we need address our- 
selves, thus greatly simplifying the 
whole subject. There is the con- 
sideration of rainfalls, not by any 
means as yet, however, determined by 
the acknowledged tests of scientific 
theory. There is also the consideration 
of shelter from the ruder winds, snow- 
bearing in winter, that are the inevita- 
ble companions of the conditions im- 
posed by the latitude of the American 
continent, and especially of the north- 
ern portion of it. There is the further 
consideration of the increasing uses ol 
wood in all human industries, involving 
a quick and constant demand for kinds 
which in past years have been over- 
looked and neglected. And, throwing 
the question of fuel more and more out 
of account, there is the final considera- 
tion of grateful shade for man and 
creature, of valuable ornamentation to 
an estate and of heightened pictur- 
esqueness and beauty to a landscape. 


The foregoing are the heads under 


which the revived subject of forestry is 
at present being treated by both practi- 
cal planters and amateurs. Each of 
them is important, but, as in all other 
cases, that which comes nearest to *he 
individual, in pocket and heart both, is 
most important of all. And therefore 
that is the branch of the subject to bun- 
dle at first most effectively. Hence we 
should advocate sylvan farming every- 
where as supplemental to the other; 
as its framework and exterior; as giv- 
ing expression to its real character; aa 
adding to the value as well as the 
beauty of every 
man's 
farm; aa 


hidinw bare and unsightly places, 
filling up 
the 
rude 
gaps 
and 


rents made by time, generating a 
new love for the paternal acres, ana 
making paradises where forbidding 
loneliness now broods over fields of 
desolation. All this, too, at no cost to 
speak of; at the most, at so small com- 
parative cost as to raise universal won- 
der that what can be done so easily 
very few think of doing at all. The 
mechanic will labor assiduously to per- 
fect his work, while the farmer is con- 
tent to leave hia work undone. 


Our own conviction is that if land- 


owners, large and small, can but be 
excited to view the matter on its 
jesthetic side, if they will allow the ex- 
pression, the other side will not fail to 
take care of itself. We would there- 
fore appeal to their instinctive love of 
beauty, and trust to human nature to 
look beyond that for the profit. Cer- 
tainly no farm was ever worth less for 
beino- well equipped with shade and 
forest trees; and if it can be called a 
handsomer farm for such a reason, 
does its envied owner protest? 
Trees 


are man's companions. 
A man in the 


country, or beyond the town, will 
naturally live more years, because he 
will do it sympathetically, for watch- 
ing the growth of the trees he has 
planted and waiting to see them come 
to maturity. Man and tree will both 
become slow growers, and thus longer 
lived. 
In the dearth of recreative 


pursuits in an age of steam and elec- 
tricity and unrest, there could not be 
pointed out a happier alterative from 
their dire effects on human nerves and 
natures than the peaceful, pastoral oc- 
cupation of tree-planting, 
and the 


soothing satisfaction it brings in ite 
train.— Massachusetts Ploughman.

DENTISTRY 
IN SCHOOLS. 


A N«w Brunch at Discipline Introduced lit 


an English School. 


It is hardly to be expected that chil- 


dren, if let alone, will pay much atten- 
tion to the state of their mouths unless 
driven to notice an aching stump. 
Thus it happens that most children 
have lost one or several teeth before 
they are well into their teens. Here, 
then, there is need for parental super- 
vision. Mr. W. M. Fisher, of Dundee, 
has been led by certain observations, 
which proved the defective, condition 
of the teeth in a majority of school 
children, to suggest that some regular 
system of supervision by a dentist be 
adopted as a part of school manage- 
ment. The expenses he would have 
defrayed by the parents, or should they 
be too poor, by the Stateout of the edu- 
cation grant. This plan has actually 
been adopted in the parochial school at 
Anerley, in Surrey. We have long been 
of opinion that it would be most desir- 
able if the health of children in all 
schools could by some plan be periodi- 
cally passed under review by a medical 
inspector. The possible obstacle to 
such an arrangement would be the ex- 
pense. This may not prove insupera- 
ble, and if it do not, we may hope that 
this method, and also some plan of 
dental supervision, may find their 
place among the recognized forms of 
school discipline.— London Lancet.
